I mezzanine floor and directly behind 
home plate.

.,^..don,—Recent dispatches from C. 


L. Wooley, director of the joint arch- 
aeological 
exneditions 
sent to 
the 


ancient city of Ur in Babylonia, by the 
University of Pennsylvania and the 
British Museum, show that the Tempie 
of the Moon .God has been almost 
completely uncovered and that the 
mui-ii wall of the temenos, or enclo- 
sure, has been traced for a consider- 
able distance. Inscriptions and tablets 
have been found In large numbers. 
These tablets are of unbaked clay and 
highly fragile. Mr. Wooley has devised 
a nevr^ method for their preservation, 
which is more elaborate 
than 
any 


hitherto applied. 


The few tablets that have been ex- 


amined so far are of the 
Sumevian 


period about 2000 B. C. and relate to 
accounts, money, etc. It is impossible 
however, to estimate htelr value un- 
til they have been subjected to a 
more careful examination. Sculptures 
of same size were discovered toward 
the close of the excavatings. but the 
particulars of these have not yet been 
received.

(C500 B. C.) a hoard of jewelry was 
found. It included gold and
